Speculation in Coarse Grains 


All the present buck passing with 
regard to control of coarse grains prices 
ia working a hardship on Alberta farmers, 

At the present time, oats and barley 
are sold on the open market through the 
Winnipeg grain exchange. This means 
that oats and barley prices are subject 
to speculation. 

As Carl Stimpfle of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union points out, grain prices 
are farmers’ wages. They object to hav- 
ing their wages set by speculators in a 
grain exchange. 

There seems to be very little opposi- 
tion to bringing coarse grains under the 
wheat board. But nobody appears to want 
to take the responsibility for placing it 
under that control. 

The federal government has legisla- 
tion bringing the sales of oats and barley 
under the wheat board, but insists that 
the grain growing provinces should pass 


enabling legislation before the federal act 
can go into effect. 

This insistence has resulted in a 
deadlock. Manitoba has expressed the 
view that such provincial enabling legis- 
lation would be quite redundant, And Al- 
berta feels there is no use calling a spe- 
cial session of the legislature to deal wtih 
the matter unless Manitoba is ready to 
act. 

All in all, the contention of Manitoba 
that federal legislation is sufficient ap- 
pears to be sound, The wheat board is a 
federal creation, And common sense in- 
dicates that there is as much reason for 
coarse grains to be under its control as 
for wheat to be under its control, 

Indeed, so long as oats and barley are 
not under control of the wheat board, 
the Alberta farmer is producing and sell- 
ing under a handicap. 

The next move is obviously up to 
Ottawa, 


Boom for Eisenhower 


General Dwight D. Eisenhower at- 
tempts to check the landslide boom in 
favor of his nomination for the U.S. Pre- 
sidency. But opponents to Truman may 


nominate him anyway. 

Should Eisenhower run for presi- 
dent, there is a reasonable chance that 
he would be elected because he would 
likely be given, not only the united sup- 
port of Democrats, but the votes of vet- 
erans of all parties and of thousands of 
Republicans to whom Governor Thomas 
Dewey does not appeal. 

Non-Dewey Republicans would have 
fewer qualms about bolting their own 
party to support Eisenhower because the 
general is not a traditional Democrat. 

Few great soldiers have been happy 
in politics. General U. 8. Grant was 
unsatisfactory as a president. The Duke 
of Wellington was the most unpopular 
prime minister Britain ever had. 

But General Eisenhower would bring 
to the high office of U.S. president greater 
and more directly applicable qualifica- 
tions than his mastery of military 
strategy. 

It is true that he is a great strategist 


and a great tacticfan. But his job in the 
last war was preeminently a job of ad- 
ministration on a tremendous scale, an 
experience that many believe would equip 
him admirably tor the presidency.’ 

Should Eisenhower win the Demo- 
cratic nomination over Truman, in spite 
of his protests, the affront to the Presi- 
dent would be unprecedented since no 
vice-president succeeding to the presiden- 
cy has ever yet been denied a presidential 
nomination in his own right. 

It would be most unjust to infer from 
this boom for Eisenhower that Truman's 
qualities are inadequate. 

The President suffers, of course, from 
close comparison with Franklin D, Roose- 
velt, But it is also clear that he inherits a 
good many of the animosities engendered 
during the long Roosevelt administration. 
Moreover, he has been unfortunate in 
incurring the opposition of the South and 
of certain large city political organiza- 
tions. 

The current boom for Eisenhower is 
based primarily on these dislikes and on 
the Democrat conviction that it will re- 
quire an unusual candidate to defeat 
Dewey. 


Paradox of British Strike 


Dockworkers in England have gone 
back to their jobs after the Attlee govern- 
ment appealed to the King for a declara- 
tion of a national emergency which would 
leave the government free to employ 
troops against the strikers. 

The adventures of the Socialist gov- 
ernment of Britain have produced an un- 
usual string of paradoxes in the past three 


years, 
None could be stranger than the 


situation with regard to the dock-workers, 

The trades unions were the founders 
of the British party of which Mr, Attlee 
is the head, That party relies upon the 
unions for its strength and its support. 

Yet few governments have had more 
labor troubles than the present one, And 
in an emergency that threatens to cripple 
the economic life of Britain, this govern- 
supported by labor unions, has to appeal 
to the Crown for a weapon to use against 
those unions,

lished the trading post at Elk 
River—the first in our immediate 
northland, 

I guess my history is haywire, 
80 maybe you can straighten this 
out by telling us the name of this 
worthy pioneer who ventured 
forth to Stony Plain less than 
four years after Anthony Hendry 
was drummed from the services 
of the H.B.Co, for telling his 
superiors that the Indians of the 
westland rode horses. Hendry is 
supposed to have been the first 
white man to reach the district 
which is now our city ef Edmon- 
ton. 
Another thing which I cannot 
fathom—Mrs, Wilkin of Hansen 
Corner (according to The Bulle- 
tin) is the first white child born 
in Stony Plain. The birth took 


place at Stony Plain in 1894? 
Were they unproductive? (or 
were they Indians?) 

Still another complaint. My 


records inform me the surveyors 
of the Grand Trunk Railroad 
were instructed to blaze the trail 
through the Spruce Grove, about 
7 miles east of Stony Plain, in- 
stead of across the open land to 
the south, hence the name Spruce 
Grove, This beautiful grove or 
what remains of it, can still be 
seen about a mile east of the 
present settlement. 

A lot of teachers and school- 
children read your columns Mr. 


Editor. Surely you would not 
mislead them by publishing 
such unwarranted falsehoods 


knowingly. Please ask your writ- 
ers to be more careful with their 
research into the glorious history 
of our province,

Civil Servants 
Without Voice. 


Freedom of expression is 
guaranteed to the citizens of a 
liberal democracy, not for the 
pleasure of the citizens, but for 
the health of the state.

A familiar phrase ends a great 
many of the letters I receive 
from readers expressing views 
on controversial sybjects, “Please 
do not use my name,” the phrase 
goes, “I am a civil servant.” 

There are more than a hun- 
dred thousand federal civil ser- 
vants in Canada, They live in a 
world of fear, a world in which 
freedom of expression is denied, 
in which an immense body of 
men and women are gagged in 
voicing a political thought. 

In all the world’s democratic 
nations, Canada alone makes ‘it 
illegal for a public servant to 
join a political party and carry 
out the normal functions of party 
membership. 

Only in Canada and in the 
United States can political activ- 
ity (of the sort lawful for the 
population generally) lead to the 
dismissal of a civil servant, In 
New Zealand, the United King- 
dom, Sweden, France and, in- 
cidentally, in the provinee of Sas- 
katchewan, the government 
worker is dismissed only for 
reasons that reduce his efficiency 
on the job. 

Canada and her big neighbor 
also share the doubtful distine- 
tion of using confidential police 
investigations and keeping secret 
political fil without the right 
of inspection or correction by the 
government worker. 

Thus, this gréat body of Cana- 
dians lives in a kind of token 
democracy, controlled by a Civil 
Service Act that hasn't been 
overhauled since 1918, specifically 
forbidden full rights and, at all 
times, with the club of dismissal 
over their heads, 


Dissent Is 
“Disloyalty” 


One of the first real attempts 
to correct this sad state of affairs 
has been made by the Ottawa 
Civil Liberties Association, That 
q¢roup has just completed a ten- 
tative study of the civil rights of 
public servants. Its report is a 
challenge to the federal govern- 
ment. 

It takes a long, hard look at 
the conditions in the United 
States, where the most flimsy 
evidence linking a citizen with 
ideas that are at all “left-of-cen- 
tre has been used as grounds for 
suspicion of disloyalty—and the 
bounce, 

The report quotes a fine let- 
ter that appeared in the New 
York Times with this paragraph: 
“We know that in Germany any 
whisper of dissent was considered 
‘disloyalty.’ Do we have a right 
to assume greater tolerance of

As the report points out, acts 
do not stop people from think- 
ing for themselves. The very 
laws that suppress an individu- 
al's rights may lead to conscious 
deception, hypocrisy and fear, 
Obviously, such an atmosphere is 
dangerous and unhealthy. 

A man who can't or won't, 
stand behind his frank opinion, 
whether he's unwilling or just 
not ‘able to without risking his 
livelihood, is only half a citizen, 

“The alleged apathy on the 
question among the large body 
of public servants should be 
viewed as a warning rather than 
as a ground for complacency,” 
the report rightly notes. 

“If it is indeed true that this 
group within our society cheer- 
fully accepted emasculated citl- 
zenship, a challenge to the dem- 
ocratic health of the nation is 
clearly presented, Apathy among 
Canadians is a poor guarantee of 
the maintenance and development 
of our institutions.” 


There Are 


Dangers 

The committee which made the 
study has issued a direct and 
extremely logical statement of 
principle: that publie servants 
should have the widest possible 
political liberty and that an ef- 
ficient merit system shoule be the 
method of selecting and promot 
ing men and women in the in- 
creasingly specialized govern 
ment jobs—and to cut down on 
the number of patronage ap- 
pointees, 

They quote from the Saskatche- 
wan Public Service Act, which 
seems to be a model for freedom 
and efficiency, It specifically 
states that “no examination shall 
be so conducted as to elicit infor- 
mation concerning the political 
or religious opinions or affilia- 
tions of an applicant.” 

The present “second class citl- 
zenship” of the civil servant is 
in itself, enough to dissuade the 
most competent young people 
from entering that service. Its 
long-term effect is to induce a 


‘fear of security since there are 


no clear-cut definitions of “na- 
tional loyalty.” There is no guar- 
antee that the axe won't fall at 
the whim of some self-appointed 
“judge” of a man’s political views. 

As the Times letter-writer put 
it, “I would prefer, particularly 
in this hysterical period, not to 
be dependent on the grace and 
conscience of the wide-eyed eru- 
saders who make up a large part 
of our enforcement units, 

“In these days, when the issues 
are getting sharper and hotter, 
when dissent from government 
policy brings down on the head of 
the dissenter pathological fury, 
even threats of jail, {t Is danger- 
ous to have to depend on those 
who have the power to use it 
temperately.”

Mothers Panic About 
Baby’s Con vulsions 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
Convulsions are not uncommon among young children. 
In the infant they may be due to brain injury, or from a 
very high fever due to dehydration or illness. ° 
In the older child a lack of vitamin D, the presence of 


might be accountable. 

These latter are chronic condi- 
tions and should be dealt with 
medically. The first conditions 
may happen to any child and the 
chief consideration is that the 
mother should not become panicky.) 
There is nothing about treatment of 
convulsions that is beyond the skill 
of any mother, provided she does 
not lose her head. The corrective 
treatment, to prevent a repetition, 
is the task of the doctor. 

When the baby goes into a con-! 
vulsion there is a loss of conscious- 
ness, a jerking of the muscles and 
sometimes some foam on the lips. 

The old remedy was to put the 
child in a tub of hot water and 
leave him there until the convulsive 
jerking ceased. Sometimes it is 
difficult to get enough hot water 
immediately to fill a tub full 
enough to submerge the child's) 
body. A far easier way, and 
quicker, is to sponge the child with) 
warm water, or water to which 
some rubbing alcohol has been 
added, and thus reduce the fever 
and end the convulsion.
